The 
prisoner was living with his family 
thirty miles from Tillamook and was 
engaged in fishing. He told Sheriff 
Erickson that he bud been expecting 
that the arrest would follow although 
he had no doubt about being able to 
prove bis innocence. Sheriff Erickson 
arrived in Brainerd with his prisoner 
last Saturday morning.

Madrid, Aug. IO.—-The assassination 
of the prime m inister of Spain, .Senor 
Cnnovns del Castillo, who w as shot 
and killed by 
an Italian 
anarchist 
whose nam e is believed to be Mlchelo 
Augene Golli, a t the baths of Santa 
Agueda, w as undoubtedly cold-blood­ 
edly prem editated. 
Golli deliberately 
watched for an opportunity to kill the 
Kpuuhdi statesm an, and he only fired 
when he had no chance of missing. In 
fact, the assassin, who w as arrested 
alm ost Immediately afte r the premier 
fell at the feet of his wife, has de­ 
clared as much to the exam ining m ag­ 
istrate. 
F u rth er details of the assassination 
show that Senor Canovas del Castillo 
and his wife w ere present at the cele­ 
bration of mass at the chapel attached 
to the baths. A fter mass, the premier 
w as reading and conversing with some 
reporters 
when 
the 
assassin 
ap­ 
proached and fired three shots a t him 
w ith 
a revolver, hitting 
him in the 
forehead, 
chest aud 
left 
ear. 
The 
wounded m an fell to the ground cry­ 
ing. "Assassin! 
Long live Spain!" 
The m urderer, who w as im m ediate­ 
ly seized by people who were in the 
vicinity of the scene of the crime, w as 
severely handled, and might have been 
killed, had it not been for the protec 
tion afforded him by a num ber of civil 
guards, who soon ran to the scene of 
the assassination. 
Senora Canovas, wife of the premier, 
who was but a short distance aw ay 
from lier husband when the crime w as 
committed, rushed 
to his 
side upon 
hearing tile shots. 
As the premier lay 
dying on the ground she bitterly re 
proached the m urderer for his crime, 
Golli, In reply to the agonizing words 
of the distracted wife, said: 
"I respect you because you are an 
honorable lady, but I have done my 
duty, and I am now easy In mind, for 
I have avenged my friends und broth­ 
ers of M ontjulch." 
Montjuleh Is the fortress of Boree 
Iona, outside of which the anarchists 
who have been sentenced to death for 
recent outrages have been executed by 
being shot in the back.

Spanish 
new spapers 
express 
great 
indignation a t Golli’s crime. 
Even tho journals th a t have republic 
nil leanings praise th e service of the 
deceased statesm an. 
T he funeral of Senor Canovas will 
take

Thursday. 
Meanwhile 
th e rem ains will 
lie In 
state. The Spanish newspapers, w ith­ 
out regard 
to difference

opinion, express their horror and Indig­ 
nation at the crim e and their satisfac­ 
tion th a t the assassin Is not a Span 
lard. 
It Is probable th a t the law for 
the repression of anarchism , which has 
heretofore been enforced only in Bnr- 
celana and Madrid, will be extended to 
the whole country.

'I hose lim stigatlons are for the pur­ 
pose of ll tiding out the various grasses 
best suited for the clim ate and soil of 
Southw estern Minnesota. 
Supt. O. C. 
Gregg says: 
“Many men have considered that it 
was impossible to grow clover success­ 
fully in Lyon county. W e have found 
th at it can be grown w ith great sue- 
I 
cess, lf given proper care and cultiva­ 
tion. 
One of the recent methods of 
growing clover is to sow it with the 
drill. Prof. Sheppard of F argo lins ex­ 
perim ented in this line. H is yield this 
year w as magnificent. Ho mixes grass 
seed, one part of tim othy and clover, 
with four parts of salt, to give it bulk. 
H e shuts his grain drill as close as 
^possible, and crosses the seeding al­ 
ready done w ith w heat and oats. 
By 
this method he puts his grass seed fair­ 
ly deep in the ground, and it gets a 
good stand. 
T he Asike is the clover 
for low lands. It will thrive on ground 
'that Is good for red top. It is not suit­ 
able for high lands. 
T he Mammoth 
clover Is a heavier grower and bids 
fair to surpass tile red clover in W est­ 
ern Minnesota. Bed clover is biennial. 
r It drops seed the second year of its 
grow th. 
If left on the ground and not 
carried aw ay it will reseed itself. 
W e 
have land here th at has reseeded itself 
for ten years. 
For sowing on uplands 
I advise farm ers to use tile Mammoth 
and red clover. Asike and timothy are 
the finest forage grasses.”

A telegram from Do Moines says 
that President E. E. Carpenter, of 
that city, projector of the north and 
south railway from Minnesota to the 
Gulf of Mexico has outlined his plana 
in the following circular: 
□ “We have contracted to build 500 
miles of railway in Iowa and Minne­ 
sott to connect with the gulf railway 
systems aud the Minneapolis A St. 
Louis and Northern Pacific railways. 
When we commenced the surveys in 
1893 it was t6 connect with the Hock 
Island at Ruthven, due North only to 
Morton, Minn. But when the Jackson 
Southern became identified in 1895 
with the Gulf & Manitoba interests, 
we made arrangements for an exten- 
tion north and a branch northeast to 
make a short line from Minneapolis 
southwest toward Sioux City and 
Omaha shorter than the Omaha road. 
We are not working in Minnesota yet, 
as we desire to get the Iowa and Mis­ 
souri lines well under way.” 
The circular relates to the agree­ 
ments made last month between the 
Gulf A Manitoba road and D. N. Stan­ 
ton A Co, New York railway contract­ 
ors, who are {o build the line. The 
companies propose building from 
the Missouri state line, near Enod, in 
Taylor county, Iowa, to Brainerd, 
Minn., and a connection with the Min 
neapolis A St. Louis railway in Iowa, 
passing through Taylor, Adams, Adair 
Guthrie, Carrol, Sac, Buena Vista, 
Clay and Dickinson counties, as near 
as may be to their county seat. The 
capital stock and bonded debt are 
each fixed at $10,000 per mile, and 
tho cities and towns in Iowa and Min­ 
nesota interested in the plan are ex­ 
pected to take stock to the amount of 
$5000 per mile*, which may latter be 
•exchanged for freight and passenger 
transportation: all stock to provide 
for a consolidation of the companies 
when built and can be legally couso 
lidated. 
The companies now have over t wen 
ty-five miles of track laid and are to 
connect the lines in Iowa and Minne­ 
sota with the Gulf of Mexico by con­ 
necting the lines with the Kansas City 
Pittsburg A Gulf railway and Gal 
vest on, Tex., by the Gulf A Interstate 
railway, and to make traffic agree­ 
ments giving every other railroad with 
whom it may connect the right to joint 
rates upon all business. The con­ 
tractors agree that they will build the 
roads in sections of twenty-five miles 
as fast as funds for each such section 
are provided by the issuance of stock 
and bonds. 
m 
There is great interest in the plan 
and all through those parts of south­ 
western Minnesota aud Northern Jowa 
where tho road is supposed to run, 
but there are grave doubts whether 
any of these counties will be willing 
to aid (6 the extent of $5,000 a mile, 
or about 1100,000 per county, even un­ 
der the cbnsiderations of giving trans­ 
portation for aid.

daughter of Sherman Gardner. 
In 
the afternoon of his wedding day 
Babcock committed suicide by taking 
strychnine. The bride is almost be­ 
reft of reason. 
Wanekabo, a Mille Lacs Indian, 
killed mother Indian, named Joe 
Massons, at Knife Lake, in Mille Lacs 
county, a short time ago. 
The sher­ 
iff arrested the murderer, but he 
escape'I and is in hiding at Mille 
Lacs. 
The authorities at Mora have 
received a letter from a prominent 
Mille Lacs Indian, warning them to 
not i n t e r f e r e in the matter, and say­ 
ing that the Indians will bx up the 
matter in a fair way.

When tho steamer Portland arrived 
recently bringing the news of the rich 
gold discoveries in Alaska, ber mails 
contained a letter which brought joy 
and renewed hope to Miss Inola Two- 
woe, a beautiful Indian woman resid­ 
ing near Miami, I. T.t in the Cherokee 
Nation. 
Several years ago William Sowers 
was a noncommissioned officer in the 
regular army, stationed at Fort Gibson. 
Miss Twowce’s father was post sutler. 
She fell in love with Sowers aud they 
eloped. Soon after Sowers deserted her 
and fled the country. Charges of deser­ 
tion from 
the 
army were preferred 
against him aud a strong effort to locate 
him was made, but he could never 
be found. 
The letter in question is 
from Sowers aud was received by Mi* 
Twowee several days ago. In it Sowers 
says be has struck it rich on the Klon­ 
dike aud intends to return homo in the 
spring and claim Miss Twowee as Ais 
wife. 
He has been seven years in Alaska 
and gives a graphic description of the 
hardships ho has encountered in his 
search for gold. In one placo he refers 
to instances where the bones of prospect­ 
ors lie bleaching in the sun, and he says 
the banks of the Yukon are strewn with 
the bodies of unfortunates who entered 
the country unprepared to face the ter­ 
rible, cold weather which sets in at the 
beginning of September.—Exchange. 


HARD ON TOBACCO MEN. 


G o o d I A m u le t* 


A S h o r t P a r a g r a p h T h a t W ill C o st T h e m 
M u c h B loney. 
The Dingley law has caused a panic 
among importers of tobacco, who de­ 
clare that one short paragraph in the 
new law means a loss to them of thou­ 
sands of dollars every year. The para­ 
graph is a part of section 33 of the act 
which compels importers to pay duty 
on tobacco at the weight it goes into 
the bonded warehouse. This takes from 
tobacco men a privilege that bas for 
many years been accorded to them by 
the tariff laws. 
Under tho Wilson act 
and previous laws importers have had 
their tobacco reweighed at the time of 
its withdrawal from bonded warehouses, 
and on this weight duties were col­ 
lected. 
The weight of tobacco is greatly re­ 
duced during the bonded period by 
evaporation. 
When tobacco arrives from a long 
ocean voyage, it is frequently insnfli 
ciently oared and has absorbed a large 
percentage of moisture. This moisture 
evaporates in tho warehouse. 
Experts 
estimate that the importer saves $35 to 
$40 a bale on Sumatra and sometimes 
as high as $70 a bale on Havana leaf by 
paying on the dried out tobacco. 
Im­ 
porters will now gain nothing by delay, 
but must pay duties ut $1.85 per pound 
of the weight on their tobacco at the 
time of its arrival. They estimate that 
tho 1(^88 to importers in New York 
alone will bo $500,000 a year. 


Judge Hudspeth in the Hudson coun­ 
ty (N. J.) orphans’ court recently, in 
announcing his decision in a will case 
in which only a small estate was in­ 
volved, said he would allow James 
Gordon, one of the lawyers in the caso, 
$300 for his services. Counselor Gordon 
surprised tho court by 
saying 
the 
amount w as too much. 
“ I think $100 would bo about the 
correct sum,” he added. 
“ Well,” said Judge Hudspeth, “ if 
you demur the court will sustain the 
demurrer. ”

Cook, in his first voyage to 
Zealand, speaks of little bags * 
perfume worn by the Maoris r o u t * 
their necks, and it would seem from 
the observations of Colenso, as given 
in ‘‘The Transactions of the New 
Zealand Institute,” that these little 
satchels, or medicine hags, con­ 
tained four 
perfumes-—a 
sweet 
scented moss, a fragrant fern, an 
odoriferous gum and taramen. 
The tarainea is the amulet, or 
talisman. 
It is a gum procured 
from a rare and very prickly leaved 
alpine plant, collected with great 
difficulty and with many supersti­ 
tious ceremonies, and is said to bo 
obtainable only by young virgins 
after many prayers, charms, eta, 
recited by the priest or medicine 
man. 
The medicine bags of the natives 
of Africa are not bo simple as those 
of the New Zealanders, perhaps be­ 
cause the purposes for which they 
are required are more complicated. 
Of these the cure of disease is the 
least and the making of rain the 
most im portant 
Mr. Holden gives the contents of 
the rainmaker’s medicine bag aa 
“ charcoal made of bats, inspissated 
renal deposit of tho mountain coney, 
which is used medicinally in tho 
shape of pills, as a good antispas­ 
modic ; jackals’ livers, baboons’ and 
lions’ hearts, hairy calculi from the 
bowels of old cows, serpents’ skins 
and vertebra and every kind of tu­ 
ber, root and plant to bo found in 
the country” (“ Kaffir Races,” page 
310). 
Among the Zulus and Mata- 
bele the kings are tho chief modi 
cine men, and a description is given 
of King Lobengula when busily 
engaged in making medicine on the 
great feast day of the Matabele in a 
special hut prepared for the pur­ 
pose. 
The king of Swaziland is also high 
priost, prophet and rainmaker to 
his people, and, as Mr. Mather says 
In his “ Golden South Africa:” “ In 
a bag of goatskin in his own special 
hut he has treasures—all sorts of 
odds and ends. 
A peep into that 
bag discloses knuckle bones of men 
and beasts, pieces of dried flesh, bits 
of hair, roots and stalks of plants, 
rocks, scraps of broken bottles, to­ 
gether with an old tattered photo 
graph or two. 
When rain is want­ 
ed, Umbandine gets his queer bag 
out. He calls one or two witch doc­ 
tors to attend him and then per­ 
forms some tricks. 
An ox is sacri­ 
ficed, after which his majesty de­ 
clares thut it will rain.” 
In this multitude of charms the 
idea of medicine us a cure for dis­ 
ease seems to bo entirely lost sight 
of, but probably some of them may 
be used internally, for roots and 
stalks of plants usually figure among 
them, and it may be observed that 
savages have everywhere discover­ 
ed tho medicinal uses of their native 
roots and plants and have in many 
instances initiated Europeans in 
their virtues. 
The Kaffirs always 
carry and uso the root of the male 
fern as an anthelmintic, and there 
is a certain root known among the 
Dutch at the Cape as “ David’s 
root,” eagerly sought by the Hot­ 
tentots and Bushmen, and dug up 
by them with much ceremony when 
the sun is at a particular point in 
the heavens, the digger using many 
precautions that his or her shadow 
may not rest upon it. This root is 
a powerful tonic and is used by 
them as such, and from them has 
been transferred to European medi­ 
cine chests. 
These untutored sav­ 
ages know also the value of mints 
as nerve soothers and employ the 
leaves of a native mint to bind upon 
the head in case of headache. We 
might, indeed, cite instances innu­ 
merable in which valuable plants 
huve been introduced into our phar­ 
macopoeia from native sources, but 
will only mention the coca, now 
so highly prized, which has been in 
use in Central America and Mexico 
for who shall say how many cen­ 
turies.—Chambers’ JournaL

On Oct. 6, 1890, came the proclama­ 
tion of President Woodruff, announc­ 
ing the purpose of the church to no 
longer sanction polygamy, and calling 
upon the adherents of the church to 
obey the laws of the United 
States. 
This was a bitter law for many mem­ 
bers of the church. 
They believed In 
polygamy with all the ardor of fanat­ 
ics. They believed that it was a means 
of grace. 
For years polygamy had been dying 
out. The advance in education among 
the Saints themselves and Influence ol 
the Gentiles, particularly the women, 
had much to do with it. 
It was the 
women who broke down the barriers, 
aided by the children of polygamous 
marriages.

Several of the violent storms that 
have whirled over the Matinlcus rock 
have tried the fortitude of the little 
band of faithful watchers upon it, says 
the Century Magazine. One of these 
watchers, Abby Burgess, bas become 
fumous in our lighthouse annals, not 
only for long service, but also for 
bravery displayed ou various occas­ 
ions. 
Her father was keeper of the 
rock from 1853 to 1861. In January, 
1856, when Bhe was 17 years of age, he 
left her In charge of the lights while 
he crossed to Matinlcus Island. 
His 
wife was an invalid, his son was away 
e n a cauise and his other four children 
were 
little 
girls. 
The 
follow­ 
ing 
day 
it 
began 
to

up,” 
the 
wind 
increased 
to 
a 
gale and soon developed into a storm 
almost as furious as that which carried 
away the tower on Mlnots ledge in 
1851. Before long the seas were sweep­ 
ing over the rock. Down among the 
bowlders was a chicken coop which 
Abby feared might be carried away. 
On a lonely ocean outpost like Matinl­ 
cus rock a chicken is regarded with 
affectionate Interest, and Abby solici­ 
tous for the safety of the inmates of 
the little coop, waited her chance, and 
when the seas fell off a little rushed 
ki.ee deep through the swirling water 
and rescued all but one of the chick­ 
ens. She had hardly closed the door 
of the dwelling behind her when a 
sea, breaking over rock, brought down 
the old cobblestone house with a crash. 
While the storm was at its height the 
waves threatened the granite dwelling, 
so that the family had to take refuge 
in the towers for safety, and there they 
remained with no sound 
to 
greet 
them without but the roaring of the 
wind around the lanterns, and no sight 
but the sea sheeting over the rock. Yet 
through it all the lamps were trimmed 


and lighted. 
Even after th© storm 
abated the reach between the rock and 
Matinlcus Island was so rough that 
Capt Burgess could not return until 
four weeks later.

When to Water Plant*. 
Should plants be watered during sun­ 
shine? Why not, lf they need it? The 
watering of the plant should be gov­ 
erned by its condition and surround­ 
ings. The whole thing, in a nutshell, 
la, water a plant when it does require 
it, says a writer in American Garden­ 
ing. From my own experience I have 
never had any bad results from water­ 
ing flowers during sunshine, any more 
than in dull weather. During sunshine 
and bright breather the evaporation 
from most .plants is more excessive 
than in dull weather; consequently 
plants call for more nourishment in 
the form of water, and if the plants ar® 
growing fast, and the pots are full of 
roots. I often find it necessary to water 
them three or four times a day. Air, 
-un and light are Important factors in 
building up the plant, and one is not 
•such use without the other. Water 
containing soluble matter is abaorbed 
by the roots and travels through the 
plant as crude sap, passing upwards to 
the leaves; there it forms a combina­ 
tion with carbonic acid gas, derived 
from the air, then by the action of sun 
sad light is refined and digested. As 
the sun .plays such an Important part 
in the disintegration las it were) of the 
food of the plant, I cannot see how It 
would have .any injurious 
effect 
to 
water plants during sunshine; but 
would look at it as a thing essential lf 
the plants needed it. I always aim to 
have watering done early in the morn­ 
ing or about three or four o’clock in 
ti&e afternoon, for the simple reason 
that it facilitates the work, as well as 
economizes the water; but as I said be­ 
fore, I would not scruple to water a 
batch af plants during sunshine lf they 
needed it, and would consider I was 
helping nature by doing so. 


Quick Curing Cheese. 
The following observations anent 
the 
procuring 
of 
a 
quick-curing 
cheese are made in a bulletin issued 
by the Ontario agricultural college. 
The bulletin, 
it 
may be explained, 
was issued for the benefit of factcry 
authorities. 
1. Accept nothing but pure, sweet 
milk. 
2. Heat to 86 
degrees 
and 
then 
make a rennet te st 
3. Set the milk when the rennet 
test is about 18 seconds, or at Buffle 
lent ripeness so 
that the curd will 
’’dip” in about two and a half houri* 
4. Use sufficient rennet-to coagulate 
the milk In about 
twenty 
minute*!. 
This will require from three to foul 
ounces of standard rennet. 
(Be sure 
that your rennet is all right.) 
5. Do no cut more than three tim®n 
unless the milk is over ripe. 
Retain 
plenty of moisture in spring curds foi 
an early market. 
Our spring cheesei 
are usually too dry and harsh. 
6. Heat slowly to 96 degrees—noi 
above this temperature, as it is desir­ 
able to retain moisture. 
7. Dip at the first appearance oi 
acid. If the acid does not show on thi 
hot iron, use the alkali test. Do not 
leave the curd in the whey more than 
three hours, even lf the hot Iron indi­ 
cates “no acid.” 
If you test with th! 
alkali you will find plenty of held a1 
the end of three hours, provided th! 
temperature is kept up to 98 degree® 
The hot iron is not always reliable a1 
this point 
8. Mill early—as soon as the curd 
becomes meaty and shows about ow 
inch on the hot iron. 
9. Hand-stir sufficiently to improvi 
flavor, but not enough to lose all thi 
moisture. 
10. Salt at the rate of about two 
pounds to 1,000 pounds of milk, and 
before the grease runs too freely. Al 
low the curds to staYid longer in thi 
salt. 
You will thus save butter fat 
and will not be troubled with “greasy” 
curds. 
Many are sacrificing a 
good 
deal of butter fat for the sake of get 
ting a "close” cheese. 
11. Keep the temperature of 
thi 
curing room at about 70 degrees, anc 
thus hasten the curing. 
12. Do not allow a cheese to 
gc 
Into the curing room which is 
nol 
nicely finished, nor one to leave it un­ 
til it is at least two weeks old. 
Nol 
a few are ruining their reputation bj 
shipping curd to their customers. Thi 
writer 
heard of a case this sprint 
where 
cheese was made on Saturday 
and shipped the following 
Tuesday 
Such a practice cannot be too ■trnnglj 
condemned. 
13. To sum up: 
In order to obtalc 
fat, meaty, quick-curing cheese whicfc 
will be fit to eat In about a month 
after making, use plenty of good ren­ 
net; leave sufficient moisture in th< 
curd; salt lightly; keep the tempera­ 
ture of the curing room up to 70 de­ 
grees, 
night and day; and keep the 
cheese in the curing room for at leaal 
two weeks.

This can be done 
as early as the latter part of 
July. 
Draw the soil up about a bush and lay 
the branches partly down upon It and 
heap fine soil up over them, spatting 
It down well with the bark of the 
spade to make it lie close to the wood. 
The leaves should be removed from the 
portions of the stems which are cov­ 
ered. 
Leave the plants earthed up in 
this way all winter and in spring level 
off the soil and cut away the rooted 
brancheH and plant them out to make 
a set of strong roots before final trans­ 
planting for fruiting. From the plant 
thus employed (called a stool plant), 
another Bet of shoots will grow, and at 


Winter Protection* 
I have not had a great deal of suc­ 
cess In the cultivation of flowers and 
roses, but I have a very simple plan of 
protecting them: I lay down the rose 
and cover it with leaves, and when J 
uncover It in the spring I find that it 
is quite fresh. In some Instances the 
buds have begun to shape before the 
leaves are taken off. One season a keen 
frost came aud they were set back, and 
we had no roses that year. I now adopt 
the plan of driving a stick down along­ 
side the 
bush. 
I then gather the 
branches 
together, 
tie 
them 
with 
a string, and put a hoop around 
the bottom. I put ordinary rye straw 
around the inside of that hoop and 
then put on another hoop around the 
top: and I find that there Is sufficient 
protection to enable them to come out 
all right. My grapevines I cover with 
earth. Three years ago I took them 
up; they started very early; there was 
a late frost and I had no fruit that 
year. The next year I covered them 
with evergreens, and I haul not much 
more success. Last year I allowed them 
to stay up on tho trellises and take 
their chances, and I bad a better crop 
before the frost came than I bad bad 
for the last three years, lf you have a 
wet, warm season and protect them toe 
much you injure them.—Parker.

poplar jungles, while licorice and 
durn fields und a few small towns 
and villages occupy a narrow, deep 
depression in a sterile, treeless phi 
teau, inhabited only 
nomuds 
But this has not always been the 
case. In ancient times Mesopotamia 
from tho River Khabor northward 
und westward, seems to have been 
fairly well wooded, well inhabitet 
und prosperous, while the Syrian 
side of tho river, from the bend by 
Burbalissus and upward, was rich 
und densely settled, and even to tho 
south and east of this the ruins o 
important cities may still be found 
aud the Assyrian annals tell of for 
ests iu the same direction, remnants 
of which have been but lately redis 
covered. Iii times of prosperity ant 
progress and when a strong power 
controlled part or the whole of the 
Euphrates valley, civilization in 
vialed the desert and established 
posts and roads, which checked und 
drove back tho Arabs aud extended 
the area of cultivable land.”

Eugene Huntsinger Brought Back from 


Oregon to Answer the Charge of 


Having Caused the Death 


of Honry Stoddard. 


On Nov. 17, 181)0, the grand jury 
then in session returned nn indictment 
against Eugene Huutsinger for man­ 
slaughter in the first degree. 
The 
crime for which Huntsinger h is been 
arrested occurred at Jenkins in 1895, 
on Nov. ‘24: h, at which time a dance 
was in progress. There was bad blood 
between the two parties and as liquor 
flowed freely a row was finally start­ 
ed and as a result Henry Stoddard r< - 
ceived injuries to his head which r« - 
suited in his death some three weeks 
afterward, 11 uutsinger’sfriends claim ­ 
ing that he fell striking his head upon 
a piece of ice. 
Before the man died 
Huntsinger disposed of his property 
and with his family left the country 
going to Oregon where he was finally 
located. 
On Ju ly 24 Sheriff Erickson 
secured requisition papers from Gov­ 
ernor Clough and started west for the 
man. 
He went to Portland and from 
there to Salem where lit* secured in­ 
formation as to the location of the 
man which was some 75 miles from 
Yauhill in the mountains. Mr. E ric k ­ 
son had 
no difficulty in arresting 
H untsinger although he states that 
the Oregon officers were somewhat 
backward about ass.sting him. 
The 
prisoner was living wdh his family 
thirty miles from Tillamook and was 
engaged in fishing. 
He told Sheriff 
Erickson that he had been expecting 
that the arrest would follow although 
he had no doubt about being able to 
prove his innocence. Sheriff Erickson 
arrived in Brainerd with his prisoner 
last Saturday morning. 
The Ocean 
Wave, published 
at 
Woods, Tillamook county, Oregon, 
makes the following comments on 
the matter: 
Last Frid ay evening to the surprise 
and consternation of the liu e settle­ 
ment around, Sheriff Erickson, of 
Crow W ing county, Minnesota, as­ 
sisted by Harrison Booth, of tins pre­ 
cinct. arrested a young Mr. Huut- 
singer, 37 years of age. Jiv ag on tbe 
Harbor Place, charged with kill ug a 
man 111 Minnesota. 
Sheriff Erickson 
started immediately for Tillamook 
with his prisoner, ami will take him 
back to the scene of the crime where 
ho will have his trial. 
As near as we 
can learn Mr. Huntsinger can easily 
prove himself innocent of the crime 
he is charged with, if he can secure 
the witnesses that were in the v cim- 
ty at the time of the death of this 
person charged by tho man’s friends 
to him. 
it seems that the two pai.ies 
were living in the same neighborhood 
and that they were on unfriendly 
terms, and the man. had eoutinually 
been imposing upon Mr. Huntsiuger, 
and had on several occasions threat­ 
ened his life. 
On the occasion of the 
tragedy the two parlies met at a 
dance and some words occurred be­ 
tween the two when the man sudden­ 
ly made a luDge at M r. Huntsinger 
off of a step on which he was stand­ 
ing, aiming t<» catch Mr. Huntsinger 
by the throat, but failed to do so, and 
falling struck on his head from the 
effect of which he died sometime af­ 
terward. 
However, before his death 
Mr. Huntsinger accompanied by his 
wife and family and aged father, 
thought best to move away as thoir 
lives had been threatened by relatives 
of the deceased, so they accordingly 
sacrificed everything and started for 
Oregon, locating in this county last 
fall. 
Mr. Huntsinger and his father have 
lived in this community for several 
mouths, and have by their honesty 
and integrity secured a great many 
friends. 
They are well liked by all 
and it will be ceriainl * very easy for 
the young man to vindicate himself 
of the charge which is being worked 
up by brothers of the deceased. 
He 
is a very poor man, having taken all 
his money to come west, and has had 
no work since arriving,but his family 
will certainly he cared for by the 
the neighborly people until his return 
which will be some little time.

In the discussion of terms of peace 
between Greece and Turkey, frequent 
reference has been made to Turkey’s 
demand for the abolition of the capitu­ 
lations.

the right to appeal from Turkish trib­ 
unals to their own 
consular courts.

Turkish courts are notoriously opprea- 
alve and corrupt, and it would bo a

in which case he would have had until 
midnight to pay rent, but that inas­ 
much as before the rent was demand- 
able the plaintiff conveyed the prem­ 
ises, he thus put an end to the tenancy, 
and the court saw no ground why he 
was entitled to recover.

Further details of the assassination 
show that Kenor Canovas del Castillo 
and his wife were present at the* cele­ 
bration of mass at the chapel attached 
t » the baths. 
After mass, the premier 
was reading and conversing with some 
reporters 
when 
the 
assassin 
ap­ 
proached and fired three shots at him 
with 
a revolver, hitting 
him in tlie 
forehead, 
chest and 
left 
ear. 
'The 
wounded man fell to Cue ground cry­ 
ing. "Assassin! 
Long live Spain!” 
'Tin* murderer, who was Immediate­ 
ly seized by people who were in tlie 
vicinity of the scene of tin* crime, was 
severely handled, and might have been 
killed, had it not been for the protec­ 
tion afforded him by a number of civil 
guards, who soon ran to the scene of 
tin* assassination. 
Sonora Canovas, wife of the premier, 
who was but a short distance away 
from her husband when the crime was 
committed, rushed 
to his 
side upon 
hearing tlie shots. 
As the premier lay 
dying on the ground she bitterly re­ 
proached tlie murderer for his crime. 
Colli, in reply to the agonizing words 
of tin* distracted wife, said: 
"i respect you because you are an 
honorable lady, but I have done my 
duty, and I am now easy in mind, for 
I have avenged my friends and broth­ 
ers of Montjuieh.” 
Montjuleh is tin* fortress of Barce­ 
lona. outside of which the anarchists 
who have been sentenced to death for 
recent outrages have been executed by 
being shot in the back.

Spanish 
newspapers 
express 
great 
indignation 
at 
Colli's crime. 
Even tin* journals that have republic­ 
an leanings praise the service of the 
deceased statesman. 
The funeral of Kenor Canovas will 
take 
place 
probably

Meanwhile 
the remains will 
lie in 
state. 
'The Spanish newspapers, with­ 
out regard 
to difference 
of political 
opinion, express their horror and indig­ 
nation at tin* crime and their satisfac­ 
tion that the assassin is not a Span­ 
iard. 
It is probable that the law for 
tlie repression of anarchism, which has 
heretofore been enforced only in Bar­ 
celona and Madrid, will be extended to 
the whole country.

The department would have 
much preferred to send the Indiana to 
Port Royal, H. (!., for this purpose, but 
the opinion of tho best navigators in 
tho navy department was that it would 
be decidedly risky in the present unsat­ 
isfactory condition of the approaches to 
the dock them While the naval officers 
naturally deplore the necessity for thus 
sending our finest ship to a foreign 
dock, they say tho practice is not new 
or uncommon. 
Constructor Bowles of tho New* York 
navy yard has just returned to New 
York after a consultation with the offi­ 
cials hero as to the docking of the In­ 
diana. 
It is tho intention of Hecretary 
Long to send him to Halifax in advance 
of the sailing of the Indiana to make 
all of tho arrangements necessary fur 
the docking of tho ship. 
She will not 
be fitted with bilge keels at Halifax. 
This work must wait until tho repairs 
are complete at the New York dock, a 
work which it is estimated w ill con­ 
sume a year.—Washington Post

FROM BRAINERD TO TH E GULF. 


Project to Build a New Railroad Outlined 


and Counties through which 


it Runs asked to 


Help. 


A telegram from Do Moines says 
that President E. E. Carpenter, of 
that city, projector of the north and 
south railway frotu Minnesota to the 
Gulf of Mexico has outlined his plans 
in the following circular: 
□ “We have contracted to build 5(X) 
miles of railway in Iowa and Minne­ 
sota to connect with the gulf railway 
systems and the Minneapolis & St. 
Louis and Northern Pacific railways. 
When we commenced the surveys in 
1893 it was to connect with the Hock 
Island at Knthven, due North only to 
Morton, Minn. But when the Jackson 
Southern became identified in 1895 
with the Gulf A Manitoba interests, 
we made arrangements for an exten* 
tion north and a branch northeast to 
make a short line from Minneapolis 
southwest toward Sioux City and 
Omaha shorter than the Omaha road. 
We are not working in Minnesota yet, 
as we desire to get the Iowa and Mis­ 
souri lines well under way.” 
The circular relates to the agree­ 
ments made last month between the 
Gulf A Manitoba road and D. N. Stan­ 
ton A Co , New York railway contract­ 
ors, who are to build the line. 
1 he 
companies 
propose 
building from 
the Missouri state line, near Enod, in 
Taylor county. Iowa, to Braiuerd, 
Minn., and a connection with the Min­ 
neapolis A St, Louis railway in Iowa, 
passing through Taylor, Adams, Adair 
Guthrie, Carrol, Sac, Buena Vista, 
Clay and Dickinson counties, as near 
as may be to their county seat. 
1 he 
capital stock and bonded debt are 
each fixed at $ 10,000 per mile, and 
the cities and towns in Iowa and Min­ 
nesota interested in the plan are ex­ 
pected to take stock to the amount of 
:$5000 per mile, which may latter lie 
•exchanged for freight and passenger 
transportation: all stock to provide 
for a consolidation of the companies 
when built and can bo legally conso 
lidated. 
The companies now have over Iwen- 
iy-five miles of track laid and are to 
connect the lines in Iowa and Minne­ 
sota with the Gulf of Mexico by con­ 
necting the lines with the KansasCity, 
Pittsburg A Gulf railway and Gal 
vestou, Tex., by the Gulf A Interstate 
railway, and to make traffic agree­ 
ments giving every other railroad with 
whom it may connect the right to joint 
rates upon all business. 
The con­ 
tractors agree that t hey will build the 
roads in sections of twenty-five miles 
as fast as funds for each such section 
are provided by the issuance of stock 
and bonds. 
There is great interest in the plan 
and all through those parts of sontli- 
wesiern Minnesota and Northern Iowa 
where the road is supposed to run, 
but there are grave doubts whether 
any of these counties will be willing 
to aid fo the extent of $5,000 a mile, 
or about $ 100,000 per county, even un­ 
der the considerations of giving trans­ 
portation for aid.

New* From Alaska. 
When the steamer Portland arrived 
recently bringing the news of the rich 
gold discoveries in Alaska, her mails 
contained a letter which brought joy 
and renewed hope to Miss Inola Two 
wee, a beautiful Indian woman rosid 
ing near Miami, I. T., in the Cherokee 
Nation. 
Several years ago William Sowers 
was a noncommissioned officer ill the 
regular army, stationed at Fort Gibson. 
Miss Twowce’s father was post sutler. 
She fell in love with Sowers and they 
eloped. Soon after Sowers deserted her 
and fled the country. Charges of deser­ 
tion from 
the 
army were preferred 
against him and a strong effort to locate 
him was made, but he could never 
be found 
The letter in question is 
from Sowers and was received by Mis. 
Twowee several days ago. In it Sowers 
says he has struck it rich on the Klon­ 
dike and intends to return homo in the 
spring and claim Miss Twowee as his 
wife. 
He has been seven years in Alaska 
and gives a graphic description of the 
hardships he has encountered in his 
search for gold. In o n e place he refers 
to instances where the bones of prospect­ 
ors lie bleaching in the sun, and lie says 
the banks of the Yukon are strewn with 
the bodies of unfortunates who entered 
the country unprepared to face the ter­ 
rible, cold weather which sets in at the 
beginning of September.—Exchange. 


HARD ON TOBACCO MEN. 


A Short. I’arngruph T hat W ill Cost Them 
M uch M oney. 
The Dingh y law has (mused a panic 
among importers of tobacco, who de­ 
clare that one short paragraph in the 
new law means a loss to them of thou­ 
sands of dollars every year. 
The para­ 
graph is a part of section 33 of the act 
which compels importers to pay duty 
on tobacco at the weight it goes into 
the bonded warehouse. This takes from 
tobacco men a privilege that has for 
many years been accorded to them by 
the tariff laws. 
Under the Wilson act 
and previous laws importers have had 
their tobacco reweighed at the time of 
its withdrawal from bonded warehouses, 
and on this weight duties were col­ 
lected. 
The weight of tobacco is greatly re­ 
duced during the bonded period by 
evaporation. 
When tobacco arrives from a long 
ocean voyage, it is frequently insuffi­ 
ciently cured and has absorbed a large 
percentage of moisture. 
This moisture 
evaporates in the warehouse. 
Experts 
estimate that the importer Haves $25 to 
$40 a bale on Sumatra and sometimes 
us high as $70 u bale on Havana leaf by 
paying on the dried out tobacco. Im­ 
porters will now gain nothing by delay, 
but must pay duties at $1.85 per pound 
of the weight on their tobacco at tin 
time of its arrival. 
They estimate that 
the loss to importers in New York 
alone will be $500,000 a year.

Judge Hudspeth in the Hudson coun­ 
ty (N. J .) orphans* court recently, in 
announcing his decision in a will case 
in which only a small estate was in­ 
volved, said lie would allow James 
Gordon, one of the lawyers in the case,

correct sum,” he added. 
“ Well,” s.tid Judge Hudspeth, “ if 
you demur the court will sustain the 
demurrer. ”

A m ulet* I'aed by th e l ’ntutored 
o f th e Old W orld. 
Cook, in his first voyage to 
Zcahmd, speaks of little 1 ags < 
perfume worn by the M aoris rout*' 
their necks, and it would seem from 
the observations of Colenso, as given 
in “ The Transactions of the New 
Zealand Institute,” that these little 
satchels, or medicine 
bags, 
con 
tained 
four 
perfum es- a 
sweet 
scented moss, a fragrant fern, an 
odoriferous gum and taramea. 
The taramea is the amulet, or 
talisman. 
It is a gum procured 
from a rare and very prickly leaved 
all line plant, collected with great 
difficulty and with many supersti­ 
tious ceremonies, and is said to bo 
obtainable only by young virgins 
aftei many prayers, charms, eta, 
recited by the priest or medicine 
man. 
The medicine bags of the natives 
of Africa are not so simple as those 
of the New Zealanders, perhaps be­ 
cause the purposes for w hich they 
are required are more complicated. 
Of these the cure of disease is the 
least and tin* making of rain the 
most important. 
Mr. Holden gives the contents of 
the rainmaker’s medicine bag as 
“charcoal made of bats, inspissated 
renal deposit of tho mountain coney, 
which is used medicinally in tho 
shape of pills, as a good antispas- 
modic; jackals’ livers, baboons’ and 
lions’ hearts, hairy calculi from the 
bowels of old cows, serpents’ skins 
and vertebra) and every kind of tu­ 
ber, root and plant to bo found in 
tho country” (“ Kaffir R aces,” page 
310). 
Among the Zulus and Mata- 
bele the kings are the chief medi­ 
cine men, and a description is given 
of King Lobengula when busily 
engaged in making medicine on the 
great feast day of the Matabele in a 
special hut prepared for tho pur­ 
pose. 
The kingof Swaziland is also high 
priest, prophet and rainmaker to 
his people, and, as Mr. Mather Hays 
fn his “ Golden South Africa:” “ In 
a bag of goatskin in his own special 
hut he has treasures—all sorts of 
odds and ends. 
A peep into that 
hag discloses knuckle hones of men 
and beasts, pieces of dried flesh, hits 
of liair, roots and stalks of plants, 
rocks, Hemps of broken bottles, to­ 
gether with an old tattered photo­ 
graph or two. 
When rain is want­ 
ed, Umbandine gets liis queer hag 
out. He calls one or two witch doc­ 
tors to attend him and then per- 
foim s some tricks. 
An ox is sacri­ 
ficed, after which his m ajesty de­ 
clares that it w ill rain.” 
In this multitude of charms the 
idea of medicine as a cure for dis­ 
ease seems to he entirely lost sight 
of, but probably some of them may 
he used internally, for roots and 
stalks of plants usually figure among 
them, and it may be observed that 
savages have everywhere discover­ 
ed the medicinal uses of their native 
roots aud plants and have in many 
instances initiated 
Europeans in 
their virtues. 
The Kaffirs alw ays 
carry and use the root of the mule 
fern as an anthelmintic, and there 
is a certain root known am ong the 
Dutch at the Cape as “ David’s 
root,” eagerly sought by the Hot­ 
tentots and Bushmen, and dug up 
by them with much ceremony when 
the sun is at a particular point in 
the heavens, the digger using many 
precautions that his or her shadow 
may not rest upon it. 
This root is 
a powerful tonic and is used by 
them as such, and from them bus 
been transferred to European m edi­ 
cine chests. 
These untutored sav­ 
ages know also the value of mints 
as nerve soothers and em ploy the 
leaves of a native mint to bind upon 
the head in case of headache. 
We 
might, indeed, cite instances innu­ 
merable in wdiich valuable plants 
have been introduced into our phar­ 
macopoeia from native sources, hut 
will only mention the coca, now 
so highly prized, which has been in 
use in Central America and Mexico 
for who shall say how many cen­ 
turies.—Chambers’ Journal.

At the outset of her lesson 
she < mphaslzes the value of securing 
perfectly sound and fresh fruits, and 
the fleet 481ty of getting the cans and 
canning appurtenances in readiness in 
advance. 
“To prevent breakage when 
filling the jars,” Mrs. Rorer advises 
that they be slipped “sidewise Into a 
kettle of hot water, 
rolling them so 
that every part may be quickly and uni­ 
formly heated. 
Fold a damp towel, 
place it in the bottom of a pudding pan, 
then near the preserving kettle; stand 
a Jar on the towel, and if the fruit Is 
small adjust the funnel; fill quickly to 
overflowing. 
Run a heated silver knife 
around the inside of the jar, to break 
any air bubbles that may have been 
caught with the fruit, and adjust the 
rubber, then lift the ID! from the hot 
water and plare it 
at once. 
If largo 
fruit fill with a wooden spoon, arrang­ 
ing the fruit ho that the weight of one 
place will not destroy the shape of an­ 
other. 
Fill to overflowing with the li­ 
quid, water or syrup, and fasten tightly. 
After sealing stand flu* jars out of a 
draught over night. 
The glass by that 
time will have contracted, and the lids 
will, in consequence, be loose. 
Wipe 
each jar carefully, and give the top an 
extra turn. 
Put nwav in a cool, not 
cold, dark closet. 
At the end of a week 
examine each jar 
carefully, without 
shaking or disturbing more th;wi nec- 
essary. 
If you find the lids slightly in­ 
dented, the contents free from air bub­ 
bles or froth, and the liquid settled, you 
may rest assured ‘they will keep.' 
If 
you do not find it so, open the Jars to 
prevent bursting.

Several of the violent storms that 
have whirled over the Matinicus rock 
have tried the fortitude of the little 
band of faithful watchers upon it, says 
the Century Magazine. 
One of these 
watchers, Abby Burgess, has become 
famous in our lighthouse annals, not 
only for long service, 
but also 
for 
bravery displayed on various occas­ 
ions. 
Her father was keeper of the 
rock from 1S53 to 1861. 
In January, 
1856, when she was 17 years of age, he 
left her in charge of the lights while 
he crossed to Matinicus Island. 
His 
wife was an invalid, his son was away 
cn a emiise and his other four children 
were 
little 
girls. 
The 
follow­ 
ing 
day 
it 
began 
to 
“breeze 
up,” 
the 
wind 
increased 
to 
a 
gale and soon developed into a storm 
almost as furious as that which carried 
away the tower on Minots ledge in 
1851. Before long the seas were sweep­ 
ing over the rock. 
Down among the 
bowlders was a chicken coop which 
Abby feared might he carried away. 
On a lonely ocean outpost like Matini­ 
cus rock a chicken is regarded with 
affectionate interest, and Abby solici­ 
tous for the safety of the inmates of 
the little coop, waited her chance, and 
when the seas fell off a little rushed 
ki.ee deep through the swirling water 
and rescued all but one of the chick­ 
ens. She had hardly closed the door 
of the dwelling behind her when a 
sea, breaking over rock, brought down 
the old cobblestone hou^e with a crash. 
While the stor n was at its height the 
waves threatened the granite dwelling, 
so that the family had to take refuge 
in the towers for safety, and there they 
remained with no sound 
to 
greet 
them without but the roaring of the 
wind around the lanterns, and no sight 
but the sea sheeting over the rock. Y’et 
through it. all the lamus w*ere trimmed 


and lighted. 
Even after 
tho storm 
abated the reach betw'een the rock and 
Matinicus Island w*as so rough that 
Capt Burgess could not return until 
four weeks later.

I he> 
borrowed money on It, and put that 
with what they had and started a gro­ 
cery store. 
He is a man of more than 
average ability. They all worked ear­ 
ly 
and late for 
success. 
Last 
year, 
however, was too much for them. They 
had 
to trust out too much, and the 
laboring people had so little money, 
and there was so much 
competition 
among the dealers to get that, that the 
weakest had to go down. 
The sheriff 
has sold the farm, and everything else 
is gone. They have nothing. 
As they 
are particular friends of ours, we feel 
doubly sorry for them. 
Now, ray good 
friends, don’t you often think 
that 
farming i« a poor business, and wish 
you were out of it and at something 
else? 
And don’t you know that 
the 
usual result would be about as describ­ 
ed above? 
You cannot sell your farm 
and put your money into any business 
today that is honorable and legitimate 
and safe that will pay you as well. 
Let us look this matter squarely in the 
face, and take courage and go ahead 
and make the best of 
our 
business. 
There is no ch&noe to do any better, as 
a rule, nor as well, all things consid­ 
ered, with the capital invested. 
1 was 
talking the other day with a shrewd 
old genth man, who has 
considerable 
property. 
He 
remarked: 
”1 
keep 
enough money in farm land to support 
myself and family well if everything 
else went to the dogs. 
I risk the rest 
In business.” 
There is nothing safer 
than good farm land. 
We have got 
enough, too, to support us well, no i. ut­ 
ter what conies. 
People must eat, and 
farmers can always live, on the aver­ 
age. 
A family out of debt, owning a 
good farm, reasonably improved, are 
well fixed In this world’s goods. 


W hen to Witter Plant*. 
Should plants be watered during sun- 
•hine? Why not, if they need it? The 
watering of the plant should be gov­ 
erned by its condition and surround­ 
ings. The whole thing, In a nutshell, 
is, water a plant when it does require 
it. says a writer in American Garden­ 
ing. From my own experience I have 
aever had any bad results from water­ 
ing flowers during sunshine, any more 
than in dull weather. During sunshine 
ind bright weather the evaporation 
from most plants is more excessive 
than 
in 
dull 
weather; consequently 
plants call for more nourishment in 
the form of water, and if the plants are 
growing fast, and the pots are full of 
roots. I often find it necessary to water 
them three or four times a day. Air, 
-un and light are important factors in 
building up the plant, and one is not 
much use without the other. 
Water 
containing soluble matter is absorbed 
by the roots .and travels through the 
plant us crude sap, passing upwards to 
the leaves; there it forms a combina­ 
tion 
with 
carbonic acid gas, derived 
from the air, then by the action of sun 
and light is refined and digested. As 
Lite sun plays such an important part 
in the disintegration (as it were) of the 
food of the plant, I cannot see how It 
would have any injurious 
effect 
to 
water 
plants 
during 
sunshine; 
but 
would look at it as a thing essential if 
the plants needed it. I always aim to 
&Ave watering done early in the morn­ 
ing or about three or four o’clock in 
the afternoon, for the simple reason 
that It facilitates the work, as well as 
economizes the water; but as I said be­ 
fore, I would not scruple to water a 
batch of plants during sunshine if they 
needed it, and would consider 1 was 
helping nature by doing so. 


C u r r a n t* and G o o s e b e r r ie s . 
Take cuttings of currants in Septem­ 
ber after Lhc new wood has ripened, 
ls may be seen 
by 
having 
turned 
brown, says Vick’s Magazine. 
Make 
them about six inches in length, from 
the new wood, removing the leaves. 
Plant them so that only one bud is 
left above the surface and they will 
ake root in the faJl and be ready to 
make growth promptly in the spring. 
Some leaves or litter should be laid 
around them when cold weather comes 
bn, io prevent them 
from 
heaving 
when the frost comes 
< -t 
of 
the 
ground. Cuttings of the gooseberry are 
more difficult .to root, but treated in 
the same way a portion of those made 
from our American varieties will root. 
But the better way to raise gooseber­ 
ries is by layering. 
This can be done 
as early as the latter part of 
July. 
Draw the soil up about a bush and lay 
the branches partly down uf>on it and 
heap fine soil up over them, spatting 
It down well with the back of the 
spade to make it lie close to the wood. 
The leaves should be removed from the 
portions of the stems which are cov­ 
ered. 
Leave the plants earthed up in 
this way all winter and in spring level 
off the soil and cut away the rooted 
branches and plant them out to make 
a set of strong roots before final trans­ 
planting for fruiting. 
From the plant 
thus employed (called a stool plant), 
another get of shoots will grow, and at

On Irk Curing (h rr « r. 
The 
following 
observations 
fineut 
the 
procuring 
of 
a 
quick-curing 
cheese are made in a bulletin issued 
by the Ontario agricultural college. 
The bulletin, 
it 
may be explained, 
was issued for the benefit of faetcry 
authorities. 
1. 
Accept nothing but pure, sweet 
milk. 
2. 
Heat to 8G 
degrees 
ami 
then 
make a rennet test. 
3. 
Set the milk when the rennet 
test is about IK seconds, or at suffic­ 
ient ripeness 
so 
that 
the curd will 
“dip” in about two and a half hours!. 
4. 
Use sufficient rennet to coagulate 
the milk in about 
twenty 
minuten. 
This will require from three to four 
ounces of standard rennet. 
(Be hum 
that your rennet is all right.) 
5. 
Do no cut more than three tirnen 
unless the milk is over ripe. 
Retain 
plenty of moisture In spring curds foi 
an early market. 
Our spring cheeses 
are usually too dry and harsh. 
0. 
Heat slowly to 96 degrees 
nol 
above this temperature, as it is desir­ 
able to retain moisture. 
7. 
Dip at the first appearance oi 
acid. 
If the acid does not show on th« 
hot iron, use the alkali test. 
Do nol 
leave the curd in the whey more than 
three hours, even if the hot iron Indi­ 
cates "no acid.” 
If you test with tin 
alkali you will find plenty of acid al 
the end of three hours, provided the 
temperature is kept up to 98 degrees 
The hot iron is not always reliable at 
this point. 
8. 
Mill early—as soon as the curd 
becomes meaty and shows about one 
Inch on the hot iron. 
9. 
Hand-stir sufficiently to Improve 
flavor, but not enough to lose all the 
moisture. 
10. 
Salt at the rate of about two 
pounds to 1,000 pounds of milk, am! 
before the grease runs too freely. Al­ 
low the curds to staYid longer in the 
salt. 
You will thus save butter fat, 
and will not be troubled with “greasy’ 
curds. 
Many are sacrificing a 
good 
deal of butter fat for the sake of get­ 
ting a “close” cheese. 
11. 
Keep the temperature of 
the 
curing room at about 70 degrees, unc 
thus hasten the curing. 
12. 
Do not allow a cheese to 
gc 
into the curing room which is 
no! 
nicely finished, nor one to leave it un­ 
til it is at least two weeks old. 
Not 
a few are ruining their reputation by 
shipping curd to their customers. The 
writer heard of a case this spring 
where cheese was made on Saturdaj 
and shipped the lollowing 
Tuesday 
Such a practice cannot be too stronglj 
condemned. 
13. 
To sum up; 
In order to obtalr 
fat, meaty, quick-curing cheese whlct 
will be fit to eat In about a montfc 
after making, use plenty of good ren 
net; leave sufficient moisture in th< 
curd; salt lightly; keep the tempera­ 
ture of the curing room up to 70 de 
grees, night and day; and keep the 
cheese in the curing room for at least 
two weeks. 


The Funner’* Creed. 
Prof. Irby of North Carolina State 
College, furnishes the following to the 
Progressive farmer: 
We believe in small well-tilled farms 
that the soil must be fed as well as t.h« 
owner, so that the crops shall make 
the farm and the farmer rich. 
We believe In thorough drainage, in 
deep plowing, and in labor saving im­ 
plements. 
We believe in 
good fences, barns 
conveniently arranged, good orchards 
and gardens, and plenty of home raised 
hog and hominy. 
We believe in raising pure bred stock 
or in grading up the best to be gotten; 
they equal the thoroughbreds. 
We believe in growing the best va­ 
rieties of farm crops and saving 
the 
choicest for seed. 
We believe in fertilizing the brain 
with phosphorus as well as applying it 
to the soil. 
We believe in the proper care and 
application of barn-yard manure. 
We believe that the best fertilizers 
are of little value unless accompanied 
by industry, enterprise 
and 
intelli­ 
gence. 
We believe in rotation, diversifica­ 
tion and thorvjugh cultivation of crops. 
We believe that every farm should 
own a good farmer and that every good 
farmer will eventually own 
a 
good 
farm. 


W inter P rotection . 
I have not had a great deal of suc­ 
cess in the cultivation of flowers and 
roses, but I have a very simple plan of 
protecting them: 1 lay down the rose 
and cover it with leaves, and when 1 
uncover it in the spring I find that it 
is quite fresh. In some instances the 
buds have begun to shape before the 
leaves are taken oft'. One season a keen 
frost came and they were set back, and 
we had no roses that year. I now adopt 
the plan of driving a stick down along­ 
side 
the 
bush. 
I then gather the 
branches 
together, 
tie 
them 
with 
a string, 
and 
put 
a hoop 
around 
the bottom. I put ordinary rye straw 
around the inside of that hoop and 
then put on another hoop around the 
top; and 1 find that there Is sufficient 
protection to enable them to come out 
all right. My grapevines I cover with 
earth. 
Three years ago I took them 
up; they started very early; there was 
a late frost and I had no fruit that 
year. 
The next year I covered them 
with evergreens, and I had not much 
more success. Last year I allowed them 
to stay up on the trellises and take 
their chances, and I had a better crof 
before the frost came than I had had 
for the last three years. If you have a 
wet, warm season and protect them toe 
much you injure them.—Parker.

T h e K u p l i r a t e s . 
John Punnett Peters, in his book, 
“ Nippur, or Explorations on the 
Euphrates,’’ 
thus describes 
that 
great river of history: 
“ The 
Euphrates 
now 
flows 
through a dismal desert— a stream 
of muddy water, with tamarisk and 
poplar jungles, while licorice and 
dura fields and a few small towns 
and villages occupy a narrow, deep 
depression in a sterile, treeless pla­ 
teau, inhabited only 
nomads. 
But this lias not nlwa>* been the 
case. In ancient times Mesopotamia, 
from tho River Kliabor northward 
and westward, seems to have been 
fairly well wooded, well inhabited 
and prosperous, while the Syrian 
side of the river, from the bend by 
Barbalissus and upward, wuis rich 
and densely settled, and even to the 
south and east of this the ruins of 
important cities may still be found, 
and the Assyrian annals tell of for­ 
ests in the same direction, remnants 
of which have been but lately redis­ 
covered. In times of prosperity and 
progress and when a strong power 
controlled part or the whole of the 
Euphrates valley, civilization in­ 
vaded the desert and established 
posts and roads, which checked and 
drove back tho Arabs and extended 
the area of cultivable laud.”
